Address of Jusserand. 


‘After the rendition of a Selection by 
the marine band, of Washington, - the 
French ambassador, M. Jusserand, re- 
plied to President Francis, as follows: 
“When the treaty signed in Paris one 
hundred years ago and by which the area 
of.the United States was to be more than 
doubled, stood for ratification before con- 
gress, there were, contrary to what we 
might suppose, protracted discussions 
and objections of many sorts. ‘Some 
thought that the title to the new acquisi- 
tion was not a sufficient one; others were 
anxious on account of the very magnitude 
of the new territories, and expressed . the 
fear that the federal tie would’ be loos- 
ened if extended to such remote and part- 
ly unknown regions. Many were the 
criticisms, and long the speecties. 
“Senator Jackson, of Georgia, rose, and, 
turning towards one of the hostiie party, 
said: ‘In a century, sir, we shall be weil 
populated ... . and instead of the 
description given of it by the honoras,e 
gentleman, instead of a howling wilder- 
ness where no civilized foot shall ever 
tread, if we could return at the proper 
period, we should *find it the seat of 
sciemce and civilization.’

Well Known Financier and Merchant Died in New 
York Yesterday Afternoon--Lifelong Friends:

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Announcement of. the death of James 
Swann, the well known cotton merchant, ' 


hotel, where he has heen since ‘his. s¢- 
rious illness began some six weeks of 
two months ago, He had been’ in bad 
health for quite a while, but his condi- 
tion became serious about that time, and 
since then he has not Been expected to 
recover, ; 

At his bedside when death came were 
faithful. friends, among them 8. M. In- 
man and B. S. Clark,. and his brother, 
Alfred R. Swann, of Tennessee, and 
those will accompany the body to Atlanta, 
reaching this city tomorrow morning. 
No definite funeral arrangements have 
yet been made, but the funeral will prob- 
ably ‘be held on Sunday afternoon. 

Atlantans will learn with deep regret 
of.the death of Mr. Swann, who tesided 
here for a number of years immediately 
following the war, aid having been for 
more than half a century connected with 
the business interests of this city. He was 
also well known and popular socially. He 
married a daught of the tate. General 
Alfred Austell, and has many family 
connections here.’ 

Devoted to Education. ~- 

Mr. Swann was a great philanthropist. 
devoted to the cause of education, partic- 
ularly along industrial lines, and for that 
reason’ he has made several handsome 
donations to the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology. About two years ago he gave 
$20,000 in one -sum to the Tech, and a 
short time afterward, desiring Captain 
Lyman Hall, the president of the institu- 
tion, to raise $15.000 for some purposes, 
agreed to give 33,000. He did so and the 
amount of his donations. to the Georgia 
Scheol of Technology therefore aggregate 
$23,000. . 

Mr. Swann was born on the farm of 
his father in Jefferson county, Tennessee, 
about sixty years ago. He served in the 
confederate army under General Joseph 
Wheeler and was One of the bravest and 
most gallant of that band of brave and 
gallant men. Directly after the war he 
came to Atlanta. He was then poor, ex- 
cept for his energy and ability. He en- 
gaged in the mercantile business here 
and remained in Atlanta until‘about 1868, 
when he went to New York. 

In the latter city he became a member 
of the firm of Inman, Sanders & Co., 
cotton merchants. The firm was prosper- 
ous from the start and the wealth of 


i Me Swann began accumulating. In 1873 


he went to Savannah, where he and Hugh 
T. Inman, nuw of Atlanta, opened and 
managed a Sayannah branch of the firm 
of Inman, Swann & Co. In 1874 he mar- 
ried the daughter of the late General 
Alfred Austell, and in 1876 returned to 
New York with his wife. 

His wife lived untif 1992. From her es- 
tate he imh@rited a large fortune, a por- 
tion of it being the controlling interest 
in the. Atlanta pational bank, of which 
well Mnown institution he.was president 
at the time of his death. In addition to 
his banking connections Mr. Swann was 
a member of the firm of Inman, Swann 
& Co., cotton merchants, of New York, 
and of the fitm of Sanders, Swana & Co., 
cotton merchants, of Atlanta. He also

He leaves no children, but is survived 
his brother, Alfred R. Thornton, of 
ennessce.

Dr. James N. Brawner, chairman of the 
committee on distribution of garbage, 
made an interesting statement during the 
executive session of the board. He de- 
clared that he believed that the crematory 
was not incinerating the night soil of the 
city and that it was incapable of do- 
ing so. 

He supported his statement principaliy 
by the written statement from McWaters, 
who figured during the recent investiga- 
tion of the crematory by the. board of 
health. McWaters was formerly sta- 
tioned at the crematory as an inspector 
of the board of health, He admitted 
during the last investigation that he 
bad accepted money in payment for re- 
pair work done upon the plant. After the 
investigation the board of health dis- 
charged Mr. McWaters because of his 
admission. He was then employéd’ by 
the Lester Furnace y. 

It was partly upon the evidence of 
McWaters that the board of health ex- 
onerated ,the: crematory* management of 
wrongddothg after the last investigation. 

Because of these facts the statement 
of McWaters, which was read before 
the board last evening, having been 
handed in by Dr. Brawner, is of interest: 

Sentiment Is Against Crematory. 

After the statement by Dr. Brawner 
other members of the board engaged 
in a general discussion. The sentiment 
was decidedly against the crematory. 
No member of the board spoke in favor 


} of making a contract with the Lester 


Furnace Company or in favor of allow- 
ing that concern to longer dispose of the 
night soll and garbage. 

Members of the boarg did not desire to 
act hastily in the matter, and for that 
reason postponed action until. next Tues- 
Gay afternoon at 6: o’ciock, and in the 
meantime they will endeavor to fully 
acquaint themselves with the situation. 

During the session of yesterday the 
board fully exonerated Chief Inspector 
George Hope from any censure for sell- 
ing the sand of the. city from the old 
dumping grounds.

At Arica the People Are in a State of 
| Panic. 

Lima, May 1—Reports of seismic dis- 
turbances at Arica, Chile, have been re- 
ceived. Yesterday: the*weather was cold 
and ‘rainy. At 10 o'clock last night a 
violent hurricane swept over Arica and 
lasted until 4 o’clock this morning. Street 
lamps were thrown down by the force 
of the wind. At 7 o'clock this morning 
a strong earthquake shock was fejt at 
Arica.. This was ‘followed: by a second 
wind storm of greater violence than the 
first. The atmosphere became hot and 
suffocating, and clouds of dust darkened 
Arica.

DEMAND MADE ON VON BUELOW 


Prussian Lords Want the Commercial 
Treaties Denounced. 

Berlin, May 1.—The Prussian house of 
lords, whose proceedings are usually som- 
nolent and uninteresting, was enlivened 
day by a resolution from the conservativ es , 
asking Chancellor. Von Buelow to use his 
influence to bring about the denunciation 
of the commercial treaties and all treaties 
giving the most Tavored nation treatment 
that can be denounced immediately. Af- 
ter the presentation of the resolution, 
which greatly surprised fhe ministers, the 
latter hastily withdrew so as to avoid 
participating’ in the debate on the sub- 
ject. The discussion assumed an un- 
usually stormy character. 

Count Von Mirbach explained that the 
resolution was designed to strengthen the 
hands of the government. 

Baron Von Lucius, formerly minister of 
agriculture, opposed the resolution, which, 
he said, looked a vote of lack of confi- 
dence in the government, and asserted 
that it was undignified for the house of 
lords to pass a resolution which the gov- 
ernment must, perhaps, disregard. +‘

WITH REVOLVER 


F. H, Eley, 19 Years Old, At

Almost immediately after having lost 
his position, and: in a fit of despondency, 
F. H. Eley, 19 years of age, who -has 
been in the employ of the Alabama Loan 
Company, last night about 6 o’clock at- 
tempted suicide at the office of the loan 
company, 88 South Forsyth. 

Eley shot himself over the heart with 
a $2-caliber. Smith & Wesson pistol, but 
the bullet struck a rib and came out a 
short distanée from the point of entrance, 
inflicting only a flesh wound. He made 
another effort to shoot, but was prevent- 
ed by Benjamin OUzburn, manager of the 
loan company. 

Police Captain Thompson ordered the 
young man sent to the police station until 
the case could be investigated, and he 
was taken in a cab by his employer, Mr. 
Ozburn. Later Chief Ball, Captain. 
Thompson and Police Commissioner W. O. 
Jones held a conference with the pris- 
oner, after which:he was taken to the 
Grady hospital by @all Officer Tibbs. 

Eley seemed to regret the occurrence 
very much. He informed the offi¢cers that 
he used the pistol because of despond- 
ency. He stated that he is frequently 
seized with attacks of despondency. 

Mr. OUOzburn informed Eley last night 
that he would be compelled to dispense 
with his services, as he had consolidated 
his two loan interests and would not need 
him. It is stated that the young man 
then asked Mr. Ozburn if some one had 
not been talking about him, to which the 
latter responded in the negative, stating 
that he was dispensing with his services 
simply because they were not_longer nec- 
essary in the business. 

Without giving any 
intention, Kiley then opened a drawer in 
a desk, pulled out Mr. Ozburn’s pistol, 
and, placing it over his heart, fired. 
Quickly he made the second attempt to 
shoot, and his employer seized him, pre- 
venting the shot. The shooting created 
considerable excitement in the neighbor- 
hood. Kiley has large number of friends.

The -greement reached last night by the 
railroad officials and the marine en- 
gineers to si:>mit their differences to ar- 
bitration put a stop to the gercra! tie-up 
of all freight steamers in this vicinity. 
Freight continues tc move as usual, but 
the demands.e&the engineers has tcmpor- 
arily demggpralized the movement of craft 
which depend on tue beats. A number of 
the owners of tug boats decided to resist 
the demands of the engineers, and tie 
their boats up, while in other cases the 
engineers left their posts. Some of the 
companies were successful in securing 
nonunion men to take charge off their 
engine rooms. 

The only seriovs aspects are in conneé>- 
tion with the movement of the barges 
which bring New York's ice supply and 
the docking and taking to sea of the bis 
ocean lincrs. The strike ordered by the 
teamsters’ union last night has not yet 
reached any proportions. The orders 
were issued to 4,000 members, but not one- 
fourth of these quit work. The 3,000

Chinese laundries, of which 
jt is estimated there are many, are to 
be involved. The employers have issued 
a call for a meeting of every laundry 
proprietor in the city and suburbs and 
efforts are being made to induce the 
Mongolians washermen to stand by the 
laundrymen’s association in its efforts to 
withstand the-demands of the workers. 

Trouble at Pittsburg. 

Pittsburg, May 1.—The boiler makers, 
ornamental and architectural housesmiths 
and. stationary hoisting engineers in 
Pittsburg and Allegheny auit work to- 
day, the employers having refused to con- 
cede their demands. Six hundred boiler- 
makers and 400 helpers are idle. 

They demand #4 per day and eight hours 
work, an advance of 50 cents a day and 
a reduction from nine to eight hours a 
day. In the towns of Fayette City, 
Charleroi, Belle Vernon, Monessen and 
Donora. along the Monongahela valley, 
building has been almost entirely sus- 
pended by a strike of carpenters, brick

Eighteen Hundred Out at Omaha. 

Omaha. Nebr., May 1—Ejighteen hun- 
dred men, including teamsters, hotel and 
restaurant employees and members of 
the building trades went on strike today.

Gainesville City Council Throws Gaff 
Into Southern. Bell. 


city council of Gainesville last night put 
it up to the Southern Bell Tejephone and 
Telegraph Company by enacting an ordi- 
nance prohibiting any telephone com- 
pany to enter any store, residence or of- 
fice or other place of business in the 
city and take out any telephone therein, 
or cut off connection with the same, 
when the parties using or leasing same 
are not in arrears for their use and fave 
not declined to pay said arrearages, un- 
der penalty of being punished as for a 
misdemeanor. 

The council .also fixed the maximum 
rates for the use of telephones in the city 
of Gainesville as follows: For residences. 
each calendar month $1.50; for stores; of- 
fiices and other places of business, each 
calendar month $2,50. The council pre- 
scribes that any telephone company 
which shall charge, or attempt to charge, 
more than the above prescribed rates for 
the hire or use of telephones shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and in .addi- 
tion shall forfeit any right, if any, they 
have to do business in said city, and 
whatever grants or franchises they may 
have to the use of any street, square, 
lane or alley shall be cancelled and an- 
nulled, 

The cause of this summary action of 
the city council was, it is alleged, 
that the local officials of the Southern 
Bell Telephone and Telegraph’ Company 
had gone to. several places of business, 
or residences, and taken ’phones out of 
the said houses without the consent of 
the lessees, and that the company had 
given notice that beginning today, May 
1, the rates in. residences would be in- 
creased from 82 to $2.50:and in stores and 
offices from $2.50. to $3.00 per month. 

Thete has been considerable feeling 
among the merchants and several peti- 
tions have been circulated from time to 
time among the business men calling for 
just such action as has been taken by 
the city council. 

The local officials of the company asked 
that the mayor withhold his signature 
from the ordinance until their counsel 
from Atlanta could reach the city, but 
Mayor Parker declined to do this and 
the ordinance has become a city law. It 
is not known what action the company 
has in contemplation.

or April Show Re-| Minus -Rogers- Ends- Life of 


His Brother’s -Son- 
In-Law. 


Cartersville, Ga., May 1.—(Special.)—At 
Rogers Station, 3 miles north of this city, 
on the Western and Atlantic railroad, this 
morning, Minus M.*Rogers shot 
-ed Claude -S.° Bond. 

‘The shooting took place at about $ 
o'clock, and was witnessed by only oné 
person. Minus Rogers had gone to the 
home of his brother,- Thomas Rogers, 
and leaving, was met by Bond about a 
quarter of a mile away, in a field. 

-The two men #topped, and Bond was 
seen with his finger pointed at Rogers, 
in apparently excited conversation, when 
a puff of smoke was seen; and Bond 
fell.

Yesterday Thomas Rogers.got word to 
his brother that.he wanted to see him, 
and he thereupon went a secluded way 
to thé home.

tercépted him to provoke a difficulty. 

The Rogers family, long residents of the 
locality, is a well: known and prominent 
one in the county. :

The recently adjourned legislature 
of the state of Pennsylvania passed 
a bill, now a law, increasing the-sal- 
aries of the chaplains of the senate 
and house from $3 to $6 a day. Rev.

correspondent of The Philadelphia 
Public Ledger: ; 

Nt was a tough job these chaplains had, 
to pray in the atmosphere ereated by 
‘Ripper’ pills, ‘‘franchise grabs,’’ “‘press 
muzzlers’ and the like, and inasmuch as 
the state seems to have ‘‘money to burn,” 
judging from the new positions created 
end the increaged salaries given to so 
many state employees, why should not 
the poor fellows who do the praying have 
a fair share of the boodle? Doubtless $6 
for a three-minute prayer will double the 
supply of applicants as compared wi 
$3 a prayer, and’ the fight for these posi- 
tions will grow more bitter as the next 
session approaches, 

The good doctor further expressed 
the belief that at $6 each the prayers } 
should be longer and louder than at 
$3. He is of the opinion, however, 
that it is much more dignified for the 
state to offer outright $6 a prayer 
than to auction off this spiritual fran- 
chise to the lowest bidder, as is done 
with some other commodities used at 
the Harrisburg capitol. 7 
Outsiders who have come ‘to be 
tolerably familiar with Pennsylvania 
politics by reason of its standalous 
notoriety in the press are quite unan- 
imous in the opinion that if there is 
anything the législature of that state 
needs worse than the penitentiary it) 
is prayer, and if the prayers must ‘be 
official and well paid for, thée.unhap- 
py people of the commonwealth: 
ought to be assured of their money’s 
worth. As the Harrisburg clergfman ™ 
suggests, the length and vocal force 
of the daily session prayer ought to 
be increased proportionately, and 
what is more, there should be com- 
pulsory attendance by the legislators, 
Indeed, it would be @ great thing for 
Pennsylvania if the prayérs were s6 
long and strenuous that no time was 
left for executing the behests of the 
boss and no gavel’ heavy enough to 
call the zealous supplicator down. 
It would be worth several thousand 
dollars per prayer to the Keystone 
State if chaplains of power and amaz- 
ing grace could be selected who 
would turn every session of the legis- 
lature into a regular old-fashioned re- 


vival meeting.

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Progress of International Arbitration 
The ninth annual Lake Mohonk 
conference’ on international arbitra- 
tion will meet on the invitation of 
Mr. Albert K. Smiley at Lake Mohonk, 
N. Y., May 27 to 29. The Hon. John 
W. Foster, the veteran diplomatist, 
will preside and the fact that an un- 
usually large number of men of na- 
tional [reputation will attend proves 
that the subject of international ar- 
bitration is now before. the public as 
never before. 

The progress of arbitration during 
the past year has been remarkable. 
A year ago the international court at 
The Hague was an untried tribunal;. 
in twelve months it has received 
three cases—the Pious fund case, be- 
tween this country and Mexico, set- 
tled in our favor last fall; the Japan 
house tax case, between Japan on 
one side and Great Britain, France 
and Germany on the other; and the 
question of preferential treatment in 
the Venezuelan’ difficulty, the settle- 
ment of which will establish an inter- 
national principte of great importance. 
In the submission of these cases the 
great nations concerned have invest- 
ed The Hague court with a lasting 
international prestige. In addition to. 
the above, five other international 
disputes have been arbitrated during 
the year, and half a dozen or more 
are still pending before pate ng tri- 
bunals. 

This record is gratifying evidence 
that the world is rapidly coming to 
recognize the advantages wu; arbitra- 
tion. Numerous friendship treaties 
which have been negotiated and the 
fact that the Venezuelan episode, with 
all its intricacies, has led’ to no furth- 
er international complications, still 
further attest the general desire 
among the great nations for peace. 

Tt is especially gratifying to note 
that the United States is taking a 
leading part in the movement. Not 
only has it been a party. to four arbi- 
trations during the year, but its atti- | 
tude in the Venezuelan controversy

New sinlasitis tndiintlal Crisis. 

Of late years the ‘island of New 
Zealand has been “pointed to’ by | 
dreamefs of the “fraternal common- 
wealth” as exemplifying, in a large 
degree, the paternalistic economy 
they so zealously advocate. In this 
Arcadian colony of the British crown 
—a colony in name only—the doc- 
trinaires have had their own way in 
shaping legislation to suit their fan- 
tastic theories. The ‘settlers of the 
island are very largely English work- 
ing men who have felt the slings and 
arrows of the social system in the 
mother country, and it was entirely 
natural. and praiseworthy that they 


i should try to establish a democracy 


in fact, in which labor should receive 
the deserved rewards denied it the 
world over. 

For a while it seemed that the New 
Zealand experiment was to lead in- 
dustrialism to the golden rule. Pri- 
vate capital was not tabooed in the 
establishment of the little continent's 
industrial enterprises, but well nigh 
every phase of the relations between 
employee and employer was rigidly 
regulated by law, and ta forestall 
disagreements leading to strikes, 
striking was prohibited and compul- 
sory arbitration adopted. In addition 
to a board.of arbitration of judicial 
composition and functions, there was 
a board of: conciliation, the object of 
which was to endeavor to effect a 
harmonious agreement without re- 
sorting to the necessarily arbitrary 
decision of the arbitration tribunak- 


‘It was believed by the enthusiasts 


who framed the law that th» board of 
conciliation .would practically settle 
all» differences. This, however, has 
not been the effect: of the arrange- 
ment. Nearly every wrangle goes to 
the arbitration court, and such wran- 


gles, so far from being exceptional, 


are quite the rule. Indeed, the manu- 
facturing industries of New Zealand, 
at first so promising, are now said to 
be almost paralyzed. The owners 
complain that they are unable . to 
make a profit and comply with the ex- 


actions of their workmen, which gen- | 


erally meet with vindication in the 
compulsory | arbitration | proceedings, 
while the employees, on their part, 


‘complain that the employers are stub- 


born, and vindictive in ‘their -relations- 
toward -organized labor. . To add to 
the friction. and: complication of the 
| situation, Prime Minister Sedden has 
fromised to -consider the issue of 
compulsory preference to unionists» 
and employers are threatened with 
legal restriction in obtaining labor. 
There is now a great clamor for 
the reconstitution or abolition of the 
court of arbitration, but ‘the clamor- 
ing comes from the employing class. 
A recent neport to thet. effect . oe 


clares: 

The result of the Kinet sointe to 
increased cost of production, the forming 
of “rings” antagonistic to employers, and 
to the impossibility of &@ man’s being able 
to establish a business in a small way. 
A most serious détail is the fact that 
quite recently several employers have: 
been before the court to answer charges 
of non-compliance with the awards. In 
two cases fines were inflicted, in the 
others decision was reserved. The latest 
results is that number of employers, 
deeming an award inimical to their in- 
terests, since it raised wages about two- 
pence an hour per man, have, rather than 
comply, dismissed their men and intend, 
while the market .is low, to import manu- 
factured furniture from Australia. 


The industrial paralysis in New 
Zealand is driving people by hundreds 
from the manufacturing towns to the 


unsettled lands far in the interior..| 


The demand for homesteads, thus 
stimulated, is so great that the gov- 
ernment has had to. open up an 
enormous area of crown lands for set- 
tlement. It is announced that within 
three months the amount of land thus 
put upon the market in the Auckland 
district alone will exceed 700,000 
acres. In some respécts this result 
of the industrial imbroglio is not to 
be deplored. It makes homes and in- 
dividual independence. 

There are those who predict that 
the New Zealanders will find a way 
out of their froubles between capital 
and labor. in. cooperative - manufact- 
uring and an essentially socialistic 
order of industrialism. The extrem- 
ists on the-side of labor claim that 
capitalism must’ be abolished to give 
the reforms contemplated by colonial 
legislation. full scope.. The widening 
of the scope of government ownership 
is also advocated.

It is at this point in his agreement that 
Mr. ith turns to his horse fllustration. 
“Then, continuipg, he adds: 

“The term. ‘franchise,’ as. defined in the 
act, and. generally. . understood,. does not 
include. the; skill. and, ability .with which 
‘railroad preperty may be managed. Two 
corporations “may obtain: for a nominal 
emount the right to build, construct and 


Macon. One of these corporations may 
be managed with skill and produce large 
‘dividends for its stockholders, 
may be managed without skill and be- 
come bankrupt. Yet the cost of obtain- 
ing the franchise to one and operate a 
railroad was the same in each instance, 
and the value of the franchises of the 
two companies, separate and apart from 
the property, is the same.” 

President Smith concludes by saying 
his failure to. make a franchise return 
is due to no desire to ewade the law, but 
through absolute inability to see how 
any sensible estimate can be placed upon 
the franchise separate from that upon the 
tangible and physical property. 


Another official who has some highly 
interesting things to say on the subject 
of franchises is President Arkwright, of 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany, which operates the street railway 
lines and electric lighting plant of At- 
lanta. Incidentally, too, the steam heat- 
ing plant, for which there mus? be fran- 
chise return to the state, though the prop- 
erty return is made to the city. 

According to Mr. Arkwright, the fran- 
chises controlled by this corporation are 
worth just this: 


Street failway franchise.. 
Electric lighting franchise. 
Steam heating franchise.. 


At least that is all Mr. Arkwright re- 
turns. these franchiség for taxation. In 
support of his position in making what, 
confessedly, is a merely nominal return, 
he says: 

“The franchises of this company have 
no market value; they are not traded in: 
they are not bought and sold: there fs no 
market for them and no means of estab- 
lishing a market value for the franchises. 

“In addition, under the law of this state, 
if the franchises can be transferreq or 
sold at all, they can only be transferred 
or sold to a corporation created by the 
laws of this state for street railroad pur- 
poses. They cannot be transferred or 
sold to any other corporation or any 
other person. The market, therefore, for 
these franchises ie restricted to a partic- 
ular class, so that there is not in exist- 
ence any member of that class, so that 
there is no person, company or corpora- 
tion which has the legal power to pur- 
chase these franchises and none to whom 
the company could sell the franchisee. 

“This company has an excessive mile- 
age in proportion to the population to 
be served.

Inspection of Georgia Troops 
by Major French Begins 
Shon. 


The inspection of Georgia troops as pre- 
liminary to their receiving the péenefits of 
the militia act recently passed by cone 
egress will begin next Monday. 

The officer detaed by General Chaffee. 
commander of the department of the east, 
for this service is Major G. H. French, 
of the Sixtee:'th infantry. Major French 
will reach Savannah on Monday for the 
first inspection. 

Colonel Obear, inspector general of 
Georgia troops, has completed the tenta- 
tive itinerary for the inspecting officers 
covering the month of May, but as there 
may yet be some changds, the details 
will not be made public for several days. 

The inspection will, however,’ ‘begin’ in 


Savannah. After the various organize- 
ytions there have been passed upori, the 


other southern Géorgia' compaies will be 
“Jnspected. It is expected 
‘French. -will devote the entire month to 


the companies of southern and southwest-, 


ern Georgia, working. northward. 

Colonel Obear will be with Major French 
during most of these inspections. It is 
expécted that there will be a formal if- 
spection at least once a day, in some in- 
stances twice a day, Sundays, of course. 
excepted. 

Meeting at Columbus, Ohio, 

Colonel Obear will be unable to be pres- 
ent during the first week, however, as 
he will be one of Georgia’s representatives 
at the convention of the Interstate Na- 
tional Guerd Association. which meets at 
Columbus, Ohio, next week. The “ither 
representatives of the state will be Colvo- 
nel Arthur Gordon, of the First infantry. 
and Major Marvin Turner, of the Second 
infantry. Georgia has not.been a mem- 
ber of this association, but will .become 
one at the coming convention. Much in- 
terest is felt°in the coming meeting. The 
wishes of those most interested in militia 
matters, the officers of the state troops of 


the different states, will be consulted bv’ 


Secretary Root in his interpretation of 
some features of the new law, and the 
whole matter will be discussed bj? the 
intersiate association. Ore. matter in 
which the states are particularly interest- 


ed is that of the. minimum strength of the 


various organizations. 

The war college board, of which Major 
General Young is the head, has recom- 
mended that the regular army minimums 
be followed. There is considerable objec- 
tion to this, particularly with regard to 
artillery. 

The regular army minimum of artillery 
is 120, while the state organizations are 
much smaller. It is feared that if Gen- 
eral Young’s recommendations in this re- 
gard are followea the artillery branch of 
the militia not only of Georgia, but of 
other states, will suffer materially. 

These other points in the law will be 
considered carefully at Columbus. 


Governor Terrell has fixed the 12th of 
May as the date for the meeting of the 
military advisory board. At this meeting 
the question of the annual encampment 
will be taken up and arrangements for 
that gathering will. be made. It is settled 
that there will be an encampmer,t, bet the 
details will bé fixed hy the advisory 
hoard. The expenses, it is understood, 
will be borne ty the 0 gavernment.

Father Sent to Stockade and 
Three Children Taken 
From Him. 


A pathetic story of dedtitution and 
of the mistreatment of his family by 4 
husband was unfolded yesterday after- 


| noon before Recorder Nash Broyles, in 


police court, when a case against E. §&. 
Hall, an Englishman and formerly a 
sailor, was investigated. 

As a result of the trial Hall was fined 
$2% and cost, in default of which he went 
to the city stockade for thirty days, and 
three of his children were taken from 
his custody by the .court and placed in 
the Home for the Friendless. The evi- 
dence showed that Mrs. Hall is an in- 
valid and arrangements were made dur- 
ing the afternoon to place her in the 
King’s Daughters hospital. 

The children sent to the Home for the 
Friendless are. Estelle, 10 years of age; 
Maggie May, & years of age, and Frank 
Wade, 3 years of age: 

Miss Inez Hall,’’a' I¥-yéar-old daughtef, 
testified in the case, as did also Police- 
man J. M. Gloer; who has it in charge, 
and several neighbors. The tvidence 
showed that the family has been in des- 
titute circumstances since Fé®ruary and 
that Hall has done little toward its sup- 
port.

In the pools of blood that were all 
around the body were the footprints of 
one or two men, and the two families 
w live on the ground floor of the 
house told the police that they had been 
awakened about 3 o'clock this morning 


by the sounds of a struggle in the hall. 


way. McMahon lived with his brother 
in law and an unmarried sister. T 
family gave little information that thre 
any light on the murder. 

George Mischke, who occupies an apart- 
ment on the ground floor, said he and 
his family. had been awakened about 3 
o'clock by hearing a pounding noise’ in 
the hallway. Mischke said he thought 
there were at least three men in the 
hallway, and the noise made by them 
was terrific. He said he heard the strug- 
gle going on from one end of the hallway 
to the other, and heard the sound of 
oaths intermixed with blows incessant- 
ly. Then he heard the door slam, he 
says, and heard men walking away. He 
was afraid to look into the hallway, he 
said. 

McMahon, it is learned, left his brother 
in law’s apartments at 6 o'clock last 
evening to get a shave, saying he would 
return in a short time. The police say 
that between midnight and 1 o'clock this 
morning McMahon was ima hotel in 
Harlem. They think that perhaps Mc- 
Mahon was followed by rough characters 
and after being murdered was robbed. 
Certain dance halls in Harlem are fre- 
quented by a rough element and are kepi 
open until very late. They have been 
closed repeatedly by the police; but. the 
raids have had no effect. 

McMahon was 37 years old. He was 
formerly chief clerk of the building de- 
partment of this city. Since losing his;

Atlanta Brokerage Co.’s Grain Letter 


Chicago, May 1.—There was an interest- 
ing movement of prices in the wheat pit 
Friday, but the trade was only of moder 
ate proportions, and professional jnteresis 
did the bulk of the business. The weather 
map was the main attraction. This was 
still rather unfavorable. but more reason- 
able temperatures were indicated, and on 
this there was some little selling on the 
tetter levels. The receipts were fair and 
the primary movement, reflected some 
accumulation... The clearances were only 
of moderate proportions. Cash and ex 
port business was fair. -The Argentine ad- 
vices were quite bearish, in that big ship- 
ments weré indicated, and the visible 
supply, which is now nearly 4,000,000 great- 
er than last year, showed a further in- 
crease. However, The Modern “Miller 
summary was bullish, and this had the 
éffect of stimulating bull sentiment at 
-ntervals. Advices current regarding thc 
market positicn of the Armour forces 
were conflicting. Deliveries in the local 
market were half a million bushels, and 
thjs amount was largely taken by Ar- 
mour. .At Minneapolis 1,500,000 bushels 
were delivered.
